THANKSGIVING, 

A Short History of the Beginning 
of our National Holiday. 

DATES FROM TIME IMMEMORIAL

The Thanksgiving day which 
we celebrate is a composite one, 
being made up of part s of cele 
orations of that day by other 
people. We have^taken the time 
from one, the feast from anoth 
er, and the gathering of the peo 
pie from still another. Let us 
then trace its origin from the 
remotest era to the present time. 

Picture to yourself old Jerusai 
lem lying on and among the 
hills, the Mount-of (Hives stand- 
ing as a faithful sentinel over 
the city. On the 15th day of the 
seventh mprrth great multitudes 
of people journeyed towards the 
Iloly City, for it had been de 
creed that after the ingathering 
of the corn and wine there should 
be burnt offering and an eight 
hour day of solcmu communion 
and holy convocation in remem- 
brance of the exodus from Kgvpt. 
Booths were built of pine, olive 
and mvrtle branches. Altars 
were constructed, upon which 
sacrifices were offered by the 
Jewish devotee to the Great Cre- 
ator. Although the glory of 
this great Hebrew festival has 
long passed away, the funda- 
mental principle that everyone 
should rejoice before th© Lord in 
the fruit < of the harvest, has 011- 
tered into the harvest observance 
ot other lauds. 

The Greeks and Romans held 
like celebratious in honor of their 
goddesses, Demeter and Ceres. 
They gave thanks for the abuud- 
aoce of their crops and the pres- 
ervation of their lives. 

Coming a little nearer to our 
owu Thanksgiving is the English 
Harvest Home. The sturdy boys 
and girls danced on the green 
sward, or engaged in other ath 
letic sports; the fun and frolic 
continuing for a week, while re- 
ligious services were held every 
evening in the chapels. 

When the Pilgrim forefathers 
came to this Country they 
brought with them many of the 
customs of their own native land. 
During the autumn of 1628, Gov. 
Bradford made preparation for a 
rejoicing, not instituted to cele- 
brate a single event, but to show 
thankfulness to God for all the 
mercies of the year, for all boun- 
ties of the ha/vest and all the 
manifold and gracious gifts of 
Providence, and to show a fitting 
recognition of the whole in grat- 
itude, which should overflow 
with mirth and festivity. 

Massasoit, the great Indian 
chief, was bidden to the feast 
and he and ninety of his Warn- 
panoga braves came to the cele- 
bration Nature had provided a 
bounteous supply for the first 
Thanksgiving, and the pioueers 
sat down to a table heavily laden 
with water fowl, wild turkey, 
venison and products of corn 
and barley. They gave thanks 
to God that through His num- 
berless blessings they were far 
from want. 

We, standing on the border- 
land of the twentieth century 
with all the advantages of de- 
veloped industry, can scarcely 
realize the hardships our Pit. 
grim fathers had to endure. Not 
a family in the little colony had 
escaped the ravages of death 
or disease or the onslaughts of 
the treacherous and bloodthirsty 
Indian's. Vet, notwitlntanding 
all this, they were glad to offer 
prai6e and thanksgiving for the 
blessings

land, bathed in the soft, niello 
sunlight, and caressed by the 
balmy winds of the South, bring- 
ing with them the odors of tht 
forest, was the first Thanksgiv- 
ing in America celebrated. 

Cur Thanksgiving of today has 
takeu a part of each of these dif- 
ferent festivals. It has taken 
the time of them all, in the au- 
tumn, when the harvest days are 
ov r. Its charity comes from the 
Jewish Feast of the Tabernacles. 
It has copied the feasts of Dem- 
eter and Ceres in giving thanks 
for the crops. Its mirth and fes- 
tivity have a flavor of English 
Harvest Home, and its spirit of 
thankfulness and re'.igious ador- 
ation was given to it by our Pil- 
grim forefathers.

SCHOOLMASTER KILLED 



Prof. JaKt Wright of Christian County. 
Sl»m With Shotjun by George 



A sad affair occurred in 
Christian county just acrors the 
Hopkins count v line Saturday 
night in which ' Jake Wright, a 
school teacher, lost his life. 

Family troubles seem to have 
beeu the cause of the killing. It 
is said there had never been any 
trouble between the two men, 
but other members of the fam- 
ilies had been in rows with one 
another until the husbands and 
fathers were finally drawn into 
it. 

Jake Wright was a promineut 
Christian county teacher and 
was this year teaching in die 
trict No. 6. 

Last Saturday night, it is said, 
that Wright passed by the home 
of Putm. in on the way to church 
and called Putman out. Wright 
was in his buggy aud had his 
shotgun with him. It is said 
that Wright told Putman he was 
going to kill him before morn- 
ing, though he drove on to church 
and attempted no violence at 
this visit. Af he returned from 
chuivli about 10 o'clock at uight, 
he again called Putman to the 
door. As the man came out, 
Wright is said to have fired one 
barrel of his gun. Putman then 
turned aud went into his ho 
and got his shotgun. As he 
came out again Wright fired the 
other barrel of hisguu, but miss- 
ed again. Then, is said, that 
Putman fired both barrels of his 
gun, the loads taking effect iu> 
the breaBt of Wright. 

The shootiug frightened the 
mule which Wright was driving, 
and it ran away down a hill. 
Wright was thrown from the 
vehicle aud the buggy was torn 
into pieces. In the fall from the 
buggy Wright had his head cut 
and injured so severely that this 
would have probably produced 
death, if he had not already been 
shot. 

Wright leaves a wife and 
child, while Putman has a wife 
and one child.

Edward Hard wick was shot 
down and killed at White Plains, 
this county, Sunday afternoon 
by Marion Allen. It is stated 
the men with several others, 
both white and black, were out 
in the edge of the town drinking 
and gambling. A dispute arose 
between a white man and a 
oegro as to wh6 was the best 
man at wrestling and finally a 
small wager was laid and the 
two men clinched to test their 
skill and streugth. The whit 
man threw the negro, and during 
the discussion which arose after- 
ward, it is said that an another 
negro picked up a wagon spoke 
and boasted of what he could do 
with it in a fight. 

Marion Allen, a white man, 
made him throw the spoke away 
It is said that Ed. Hardwick, an 
other white man, complained 
that the negro had not been 
treated right, whereupon Allen 
pitched a spoke toward bin and 
told him to see what he could 
do with it. Then, it is said that 
Hardwick started toward the 
spoke and stumbled and fell 
over it. As he arose Allen shot 
him, the ball taking effect iu the 
right breast, produciue leath. 

Allen was arrested by Con 
stable John Hanks and lodged 
in the Hopkins county jail at 
Madisouville. 

Hardwick leaves a wife and 
one child, a boy twelve years of 
age, while - Allen also has a wife

STRUCK BY FREIGHT TRAIN 



L. & N. Freight Train Hit, Calvin Sim- 
mon's at Earl's Crossing in 



Calvin Simmons, a young mail 
about 18 years of age, who lives 
just north of Madisonville, met 
with an accident. Saturday after- 
noon that inav prove fatal. He 
was entitling the track at Eirl's 
crosoing when a south bound 
freight train came bearing down 
upou him and whirled around 
the curve before he was aware of 
danger. 

He was already starting on the 
track, and the only road to safe- 
ty was to get over before the 
train came. It is a down grade 
and' the long heavv freight could 
not be stopped before it reached 
the crossing. Simmons had a 
heavy load on his wagon, and 
hi 3 horses could not move fast 
enough to get out of the way. 
The train came thundering on 
and the crash came. 

Both horses were killed, the 
wagon was demolished and the 
corn scattered for many yards. 
Simmons was thrown several 
feet, but fortunately he did not 
fall on the track. When picked 
up it was found that his skull 
was fractured and he was skinned 
and bruised iu mauy places about 
the limbs and body. 

He was taken to his home near 
by and medical aid summoned. 
His wounds were dressed, and it 
ii, not thought by his physicians 
that his injury will prove fatal 
unless other complications arise. 



Webster County Wants Vote on Prohibi- 
tion. 

Petitions are being circulated 
asking the County Judge of 
Webster county to call an elec- 
tion under the new county unit 
law, to determine the will of 
the people on the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors. The election is 
to be held on Feb. 23, 1907. 
Webster is practically a dry 
county now, there being only 
two towns where intoxicants can 
be purchased. If the matter is 
submitted to the voters it is al- 
most certain that the county 
will vote "dry."

Louisville, Nov. 28 —Sub- 
scriptions are coming in to the 
headquarters of the Keutucky 
Jamestown Exposition Commis- 
sion, iu the Commercial build 
in*, in a manner to encourage 
the members of the Board of 
Commissioners and to prove that 
Kentuckiaus are showing a pa. 
triotic interest in the movement. 
The bauner contribution to the 
fund Op to thU time is the sub- 
scription made by Col. John B. 
Atkinson, of Eirlington. He is 
president of the St. Bernard 
Mining Company, and vice pres- 
ident, as w ell as director of fi- 
uauce of the commission. He 
allowed hi> interest in the nit 
inent by placing his check for 
1500 to the credit of the ci 
luissii.n fund. 

Col. Atkinson has already de- 
voted much time to the movi 
IQetit and as the date for the 
Exposition— which opens on 
April 26 uext— approaches will 
devote more and more time. He 
has always proved his interest in 
State development bv giving to 
movements similar to this one 
both of his time and money and 
has pledged himself to a consid- 
erable sacrifice on behalf of the 
Jamestown effort. Col. At kin- 
sou is emphatic in his declara- 
tion that this occasion, will pre- 
sent an exceptional opportunity 
to Keutucky to exploit her at 
tractions to the world. He has 
declared that the holding of the 
Exposition in the heart of a pop. 
ulou8 territory, which will draw 
not only from the Eastern 
States, but also largely from 
European countries, guarantees 
for it a heavy att~-'dance. The 
very fact that the Exposition 
will be on a scale somewhat 
smaller than preceding World's 
Fairs held in this country is 
evidence to him Mint exhibits 
made there w ill command pro- 
portionately more attention than 
heretofore.

$1,000 to his mother, Mrs. Sara 
Adair. The electric light plant 
at Hawesville he gave to his 
sisters, Miss Dodd Adair aud 
1. Marv Whitford. To the 
Catholic church at Hawesville, 
the M. E. church and the Bap- 
tist churches at Fordsville, he 
gave $100 each. A tombstone 
over the grave of his father, the 
late Gen. D L. Adair, is pro 
vided for. The remainder of 
the property is left to the widow 
and daughter^ The estate is 
valued at $15,000.

DESERTION IN ARMY 

ON INCREASE. 



Military Secretary's Annual Report Jhows 
6.258 Desertions During Year. 

Washington, Nov. 27. — De- 
sertion is increasing in the 
United States Army. The an- 
nual report of the Military Sec 
retarv shows that in the year 
ending June 30 there were 0,- 
258 desertions, or 7.4 for every 
100 soldiers in the army. In 
1995 the rate of desertion was 
only 6.8, and for the three years 
previous to that time the rate of 
desertion was only 6.1. From 
1895 to 1904 the average of de- 
sertion was only 4.5 per cent. 
The rate of desertion in 1906 was 
highest iu the field artillery, 9.2 
per cent. The cavalry was next, 
with 7.8 percent. White soldi 
showed a desertion average of 
8.4 per cent, while the negro 
soldiers showed an average of 
only.2.3 per eeut. Twenty five 
per cent of the desertions w 
in the first three months of the 
deserters' enlistment. 

Of the men who deserted in 
1906, 818 have been apprehend 
and 240 surrendered to the mi 
tary authorities. The total nu 
ber of deserters convicted of 
desertion, sentenced to confine- 
ment and dishonorably dis 
charged was 628.

S14.800 IS SLICED 

OF PRINTING BILL. 

Of the Globe Company for Printing 
Teachers' Registers and Other Books. 

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 22.— 
The State Printing Commission 
has passed on the $24,000 claim 
of the Globe Printing Company, 
of Louisville, for printing teach- 
ers' registers and trustees' re- 
cord books, distributed this year, 
cutting it to $9,200 for the work. 

It is probable that suit will be 
brought to recover the full 
amount. The printing was done 
more than a year ago, on order 
from the Department of Public 
Instruction, but the claim was 
held up because the books were 
not to be distributed until July 
of this year. 

In making allowances on the 
account, the state board consid- 
ered the bid of the Hughes 
Printing Company of Lexing- 
ton, which some time age se- 
cured the second-class contract 
for State work, which was $460 
per thousand copies. 

PANAMA NOT SO BAD. 



Washington, Nov. 27. — Not a single 
American died on Hie canal zone from 
disease in the last three months, ac- 
cording to a report the isthmian canal 
commission has just received from Col. 
W. C. Oorgas, the chief sanitary offi- 
cer of the zone. The decrease in tho 
death rate among the employes. Col. 
Oorgas reportB, is due almost entirely 
to the decrease !n pneumonia. 

In October the deaths among the 
canal employes were 8G negroes and 
two whites. Col. Oorgas says: 

"I do not argue that we have found 
Ponce De Leon's spriug of perpetual 
life, but merely that Panama Is not 
so bad a place from a health point of 
view as Is generally belleve.i."

LABOR IN POLITICS. 

(Courier-Journal.) 
Mr. Samuel Gompers.in bis report to the American Federation of La- 
bor, laid special stress ou the advent or labor in politics, and recommend- 
ed that this course be adhered to. 

It cannot be said that tbe experiment of carrying labor questions into 
politics has so far been very successful. The Idea unon which It entered 
the political arena was to choose between the candidates of different pax- 
ties those who had rendeied services to the cause of labor, or, when no 
such candidate was in evidence, to support those whose platform utteran- 
ces and promises were most favorable. Incases of need regular labor 
candidates might be put forward. Incidentally, those who had Incurred 
the hospitality of the labor element were to be actively opposed for elec- 
l or re-election. 

The first fight made under this new program was against Mr. Little- 
field, of Maine, a candidate to sucjeed himself to Congress. He was re- 
elected, though by a reduced majority. Much opposition has beou em- 
ployed to show that the opposition of Mr. Oompers, as head and spokes- 
man of the labor movement, had nothing to do with the reduction of the 
majority, as there was a general slump in Maine. Howev.tr that may be, 
Mr. Llttleflele was successful. The effort to defeat speaker Csumni In 
his district was also unsuccessful. 

There were two candidates who based tbe hopes ot election on the la- 
bor vote— Hearst In New York and Morau in Massachusetts. Both were 
bsatsn, The result on the minor candidates In Ha* York la by some 
dunned as the effect of the diversiou of the labor vote to them. But, on

SKELETONS OF GIANTS. 



Bones a.n4 Curios of Pre-Historic Race 
may be Exhibited at Jamestown E> ■ 



Norfolk, Va. - What archaeolo- 
gists declare will solve this mystery 
surrounding the ancient mound 
builders was discovered recently In 
one of a series of hills along the 
Illinois river, in that state. The 
"find" shows traces of handicraft of 
pas! aires, and the bones of those 
who wrought it. Several skeletons 
were exhumed more than eight feet 
louir, also pieces of remarkable pot- 
tery, beads and curious implements. 
Under the bones of the ancient dead 
were found vases, tue largest of 
which are capable of holding more 
than two gallons, while under a 
skull was unearthed a bowl in the 
center of which Is a well fashioned 
figure of a King, seated upon a 
crude throne. It is believed by 
scientists that these bones may be 
those of a great leader of the race 
that once ruled this portion of the 
country. 

Straugest of all the articles lound 
with the bones were implements 
that are apparently made of bam- 
boo, some of them evidently shaped 
for purposes of weaving. Countless 
beads were found in the mound of a 
strange material almost white, and 
possibly made from the best of pot- 
ters day. 

Another Interesting and curious 
"find" is a shell shaped dish with a 
wolf's head, the work on which 
leaves no doubt that It was carved, 
even the teeth of the wolf gleaming 
from It, and an exquisitely exe- 
cuted aa some of the Ivory carving 
of the Japaueae. 

Thousands of persons are being 
attracted to the scene of excavation 
by the news of the wonderful dis- 
coveries. The soil of the mound has 
never been disturbed and to this 
fact Is attributed the marvelous 
preservation of the things taken 
from it. 

Emlneut archaeologists are un- 
animous in the opinion that the 
mound is a pre historic burying 
ground, greater In extent and more 
perfectly preaerved than any yet 
discovered, and is a valuable con- 
tribution definitely settling many 
mooted points.
